A bridge over Staten Island Bound
from Perth Amboy to Tottenville, Thig
s a third possibility of solving the prob-
lem of rallrond facilities for 8Staten
Island, A bridge connecting Tottenville
and Perth Amboy would glve Staten lgl-
and direct rall connectlons with the Le-
hgh Valley, the Jersey Central, the
Reading and the Pennsylvania Rallroad.
Such a bridge might very well be oper-
ated under a mutual arrangement be-
tween the various trunk roads and would
e¢ffectively start Staten Island on the
road to Industrial prosperity.
